KOREAN VETS ELIGIBLE FOR 
BAKING SCHOOLS 

WASHINGTON — Training in ap- 
proved baking schools is available to 
Korean veterans under terms of leg- 
islation passed by the last session of 
Congress. The new “GI Bill of Rights” 
provides that Korean vets will receive 
educational and other benefits simi- 
lar to those which have been avail- 
able to veterans of World War II.

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Argentina to Buy 
7.6 Million Bushels 
of U.S. Wheat 


WASHINGTON The government 
of Argentina has authorized Argen 
tine firms to import 7.6 million bush- 
els of wheat from Gulf ports of the 
U.S. for arrival in Argentina dur 
ing August-October of 1952 

Such imports, together with the 
extension of supplies resulting from 
a required higher milling extraction 
and the admixture of up to 10% of 
millet or corn products with wheat 
flour will serve to supplement the 
short 1951-52 crop which is consider- 
ably below normal! domestic require- 
ments 

The 1951-52 wheat crop has been 
officially reported to be only 75.3 
million bushels, compared with 213 
million bushels in 1950-51 and the pre- 
war average of 221.8 million bushels 
The domestic use of wheat in the 
current season is expected to total 
about 88 million bushels, compared 
with domestic disappearance of about 
116 million bushels in the preceding 
year 

There were no exports of wheat 
in June, and total exports of wheat 
during December-June, 1951-52, were 
3,786,000 bu. compared with 67,502,- 
000 bu. for the same period in 1950- 
51 and the prewar average of 81,974,- 
000 bu. Total exports of wheat by 
Argentina during July-June, 1951-52 
the marketing season for grains in 
the U.S., were 29,981,739 bu., com- 
pared with 103,386,846 bu. in the 
previous year. June exports of other 
grains were even lower than those 
in May and were made up of 1,172,- 
000 bu. corn and 189,000 bu. rye
